McCall Only Person Held As 
G-Men Start Withdrawal From 
Florida Murder Case 


MIAMI, Fla., (l)—State’s attorney G. 
A. Worley announced today that he will 
prosecute Franklin P. McCall on charges 
of kidnaping and murdering five year 
old Jimmy Cash if a special grand 


jury returns a true bill after hear- |! 


ing evidence against the youth Mon- 
day. 

McCall, who admitted he wrote tne 
three notes which demanded $10,000 
ransom for return of the abducted 
baby, steadfastly has denied that he 
was the man who snatched Jimmy 
from his crib on May 28 and later mur- 
dered him. 

Under Florida law, McCall would 
be subject to the death penalty if he 
is convicted of the charge of kidnap- 
ing and murder and even if convicted 
only as an accomplice he still would be 
subject to capital punishment. 

McCall was the only prisoner held in 
the kidnaping and murder of five-year- 
old Jimmy Cash today as the force of 
62 G-men began withdrawing from the 
case, Signifying that most of their work 
was done. 

Hoover would only say that McCall 
was “a kidnaper.” He implied that he 
did not know yet whether McCall was 
the only one involved. 

However, in groups of two and three, 
G-men were drifting out of Miami with 
suitcases, evidently leaving the city. 
There had been 62 of them working on 
the case. 

The baby’s body, badly decomposed 
while it lay in the swamp outside of 
Princeton probably since the night of 
the kidnaping, May 28, was in a funeral 
home at Homestead, six miles south of 
Princeton.

Turns “Red” 


Millions Of Microscopic 
Organisms Responsible, 
Say Oceanographers 


LA JOLLA, (lP—The waters of the 
Pacific Ocean off here and San Diego 
were turning red today. 

Scientists on the staff of the Scripps 
institution of oceanograph said it is a 
phenomena knows as “red water”’—a 
condition caused by the presence of 
millions of microscopic organisms. 

When bunched together these organ- 
isms, which are less than 1000th of an 
inch in size, give the sea a blood-red 
color. 

From where the organisms come no 
lone knows, the scientists said.
